WIELAND'S LAGER. 


"Very well, Mr. President," replied 
le officer, 
"You can have my resigna- 


ion, but not my signature." 


In fact, the only way in which the 


president can override a decision of this 
powerful official is by dismissing him 
and appointing another man. All of the 
iaccount$jdf: the goverament, except those 
which relate to customs and the post- 
office department, are settled by war- 
rants countersigned by the first comp. 
troller. Without his signature the pay- 
ments cannot be made. 


There are two autocrats in the post- 


office department. One of them is the 
assistant attorney general. It is his 
function to decide whether matter of- 
fered for mailing is immoral or not. He 
acts as censor for tho people. Whenever 
,a postmaster in any city is doubtful re- 
garding the morality of a publication 
that is sought to be mailed, he forwards 
a copy of the suspected work to the third 
assistant postmaster general, by whom 
it is referred to the assistant attorney 
general. 


Very likely the latter may be too busy 


to investigate the subject personally, in 
which case he turns it over to one of his 
clerks, who peruses it and marks any 
passage which he considers indecent. 
Thus the law lord has simply to glance 
over the selected "tidbits of impropriety 
and pass on them. The assistant attor- 
ney general also determines what mail 
matter shall be considered fraudulent 
and be excluded as such from the post. 


The third assistant postmaster general 


is himself an autocrat. He has authority 
to exercise his own discretion in depriv- 
ing periodical publications of the ad- 
vantage of second class postal rates. 
Publications intended for advertising 
purposes primarily are not allowed 
those rates. On account of the "Kreutzer 
Sonata" a whole series of books, of which 
it was one, was shut out of the mails. 


Publishers, commonly get out vol- 


umes in series, because in this shape 
they go second class as periodical publi- 
cations so long as they are issued at 
least four times a year. The decision 
against that work did not actually ex- 
clude it from the post, because it could 
be and was sent at first class rates, 
sealed, so that nobody could lawfully 
open the package and find out what was 
inside. 


The autocrat of the department of 


agriculture is the chief of the bureau of 
animal industry. He has authority to 
kill any animal he may choose any where 
in the United States. When one of Ins 
inspectors reports that such and such 
cattle are afflicted with an infectious 
disease, he orders them purchased and 
slaughtered. 'The value of the beasts is 
judged by. two appraisers, one chosen 
by the owner and the other by the bu- 
reau. If they cannot agree, they ap- 
point a third person to decide. In case 
a man refused to have his live stock 
thus disposed of, the police and United 
States marshals would be summoned. 


The payment adjudicated is made by 


check. The chief of the bureau's author- 
ity in such matters is absolute over the 
territories and District of Columbia. 
For operations in any state he must have 
the consent of the governor, but the gov- 
ernor's consent cannot be withheld be- 
cause he is in a position to coerce the 
state. If he chooses, he can quarantine 
the state, preventing all animals from 
going into or coming out for an indefi- 
nite period.—St. Louis Globe-Democrat.

Wire as a Strengtbener. 


The method of strengthening copper 


eteam pipes by ineans of coiled metal 
wire has been quite generally adopted 
in the Italian navy. The practice is to 
serve the tubes with one or two layers 
of wire wound under tension. The 
method is not considered applicable to 
other than straight tubes. The wire la 
of sufficient strength to carry the full 
load of steam, and the tension used ia 
winding is about 1-J tons per square inch. 
The wire ia put on in two or three inde- 
pendent spirals, and the ends of each 
are independently fastened to the flangea 
—Safety Valve.

Mr. John Owen, a prominent mining 


man of Idaho Springs, Col., wrote to 
Mr. Foster, the noted weather prophet, 
some ten days since, asking him to give 
some forecasts in regard to silver. He 
received the following letter in reply: 


ST. JOSEIH, Mo., Nov. 7. 


DEAR SIB: Yours of 4th received. We 


will get no silver legislation in our 
favor while Cleveland is president 
When be goes out we may change our 
financial policy, making silver the basis 
of our monetary system. If the silver 
producing States could be relied on 
for straight work, we would certainly 
restore silver. But we have little faith 
in the silver States If "your Represen- 
tatives had adopted Populist princi- 
ples and stood squarely by silver in 
1890, accepting nothing but free coin- 
age at 16 to 1, the Sherman bill would 
have been defeated. But your Bepre 
sentativea in Congress compromised 
with the goldites, making silver a com- 
modity, like wheat, corn, etc , instead 
of making flat money out of it. We of 
the agricultural States fear that your 
Representatives will again compromise 
with the gold power and desert the 
true principles of the People's party 
It is woefully wrong to legislate for a 
higher price for silver as it is to legis- 
late for a higher price for wneat, bul 
that is just what the silver States die 
in 1890. They arc now reaping their 
reward. If we do not need silver for 
use as money, then there should be no 
legislation on the subject. I am a 
Populist, have stood for those prmci 
pies all along since 1873, and therefore 
have no faith iu silver legislation ex- 
cept along Populist lines.

Minister Willl« Presents Hl» Credential!. 


HOXOLULC, H. L, November 11.—Bat 


little of a definite nature has trans- 
pired since advices by the steamer 
China were sent. Perhaps the most 
significant was the tone of the remarks 
of Minister Willis when he presented 
his credentials on the 7th instant, to- 
gether with the reply of President Dole, 
as follows: 


"Mr. President, Mr. Blount, late En- 


voy Extraordinary of the United States 
to your Government, having resigned 
his office while absent from his post, I 
have the honor now to present his re- 
call and to express for him his sincere 
regret that he is unable in person to 
make his own continued good wishes 
in behalf of your people, and his grate* 
fnl appreciation of the many courte- 
sies, both personal and official, of 
which while here he was the recipient. 


"I desire at the same time to place 


in your hands the letter accrediting 
me as his successor. In doing this I 
am directed by the President to give 
renewed assurances of the friendship, 
interest and hearty good will which 
our Government entertains for you 
and for the people of this island realm. 
Aside from our geographical proximity, 
and the consequent preponderating 
commercial interests which center here, 
the present advanced civilization and 
cbristianization of your people, to- 
gether with your enlightened codes of 
law, 
stand to-day beneficent monu- 


ments of American zeal, courage and 
intelligence, it is not surprising, there- 
fore, that the United States were the 
first to recognize the independence of 
the Islands and to welcome them 
into the great family of free, equal and 
sovereign nations, nor is it surprising 
that this historic tie has been strength- 
ened from year to year by important 
mutual reciprocities and arguments 
alike honorable and advantageous to 
both Governments. 
Invoking that 


spirit of peace, friendship and hos- 
pitality which has ever been the shield 
and sword of this country, I now, upon 
behalf of the United States of America, 
tender to your people the right hand of 
good will, which I trust may be as last- 
ing as I know it to be sincere, express- 
ing the hope that every year will pro- 
mote and perpetuate that good will to 
the honor, happiness and prosperity ol 
both Governments." 


President Dole replied as follows 


" Mr. Minister: It is with much satis- 
f action that I receive the credentials 
you bring from His Excellency, the 
President of the United States of 
America, accrediting you as Envoy Ex- 
traordinary and Minister Plenipoten- 
tiary to represent that country at the 
Capital of the Hawaiian Islands. Your 
assurances of the continued friendship 
of your Government for me and the 
Hawaiian people add to the gratifica- 
tion which long experience of the gen- 
erous consideration of the United 
States for this country has fostered. 
Permit me to assure you that we 
heartily reciprocate the expressi ma of 
interest and gocd will which you, on 
behalf of the American people have 
conveyed to us. 


"Partly from the proximity, and 


partly from the leading influence of 
American citizens in the work of the 
inauguration of Christian civilization 
and industrial enterprise 
in these 


islands, but still more from repeated 
acts of friendly assistance we have re- 
ceived from your country during the 
past half century, we have become ac- 
customed to regard the United States 
as a friend and ally, and have learned 
to look first to her to help us in our 
emergencies. 


" I regret the inability of your pre- 


decessor, Mr. Blount, to personally pre- 
sent his letter of recall and to afford 
me an opportunity to express to him 
my appreciation of the agreeable of- 
ficial and social relation* that existed 
between him and our Government and 
people duri^^ hi = residence here. We 
congratulate ourselves, Mr. Minister, 
that the Government of the United 
States is to be represented here by one 
who we are assured is familiar with the 
questions arising from relation between 
the two Governments, and with whom 
we look for maintenance of pleasant 
official intercourse." 


It has leaked out within the last few 


hours from a very reliable source that 
the new Minister will negotiate a treaty 
with the Provisional Government, 
which will place the islands virtually 
under the protection of the United 
States. It is understood that when 
completed this treaty will at once be 
submitted to the United States Senate, 
with Cleveland's 
message. 
In the 


meantime the United States will see 
that matters remain in atatu quo here, 
both internally and externally.

Williams, County Auditor of Washoe 
county, to appear in that Court on 
December 4th next, bringing with them 
a record of all their transactions in re- 
lation to the claim of C. C. Powning 
for $1,000 allowed by the Commission- 
ers, and on which certificates of indebt- 
edness were issued by Auditor Will- 
iams for moneys claimed to have been 
advanced on account of the last Fourth 
of July celebration in Reno. 


The case is entitled " The State of Ne- j 


vada ex rtL, BL BL Beck, plaintiff, vs. j 
Geo. Alt, W. P. Mclaughlin and James | 
S. Crosby, County Commissioners, ^ad 
John B. Williams, County Auditor of 
Washoe county, Nevada."

Curler, District Attorney, and Judge 


Benj. Curler are attorneys for plaintiff. 


The facts in the case, briefly told, 


are as follows: General Powning was 
manager-in-chief of the last Fourth 
of July celebration. Shortly after the 
celebration he filed a petition with the 
Commissioners for the appropriation 
of $1,000 to defray the expenses, and 
presented a bill for that amount. BL 
H. Beck appeared before the Board 
and protested against the allowance. 
The Board, as compelled by law, laid 
the matter over for the time being. 
Definite action on the claim was de- 
ferred from time to time until the 
meeting of the Board on Monday, No- 
vember 6th, when the claim was 
allowed, Commissioners McLaughlin 
and Crosby voting in the affirmative 
and Chairman Alt in the negative. 


The claim, with others, were taken to 


the Auditor, and he issued county 
scrip for the same, there being no 
money in the general fund available 
for its payment. Now legal proceed- 
ings have been commenced and they 
will be watched with much interest by 
the citizens of the county.

some of the San Francisco residents 
who made fortunes in Nevada so as to 
get them interested in Nevada's behalf. 


General Powning favored an exhibit, 


but did not believe the wealthy men 


be placarded as exhibits of Nevada en- 
terprise and productiveness. 


A NEVADA BUILDING. 


The Governor believed that it would 


be far better for the State to erect a 
building of its own in which to make 
an exhibit, and was of the opinion that 
the money required to purchase space 
would almost, if not wholly cover the 
ost of such a building. At the figures 
received, $2,400 would be necessary for 
;he space required and for that amount 
a nice building could be erected. 


Sam Davis, he said, had received the 


concession and closed the contract for 
a piece of ground in the south-west 
portion of the grounds, in which to get 
up his '49 exhibit. That Davis has 
signified his willingness to allow the 
State to use a portion of the same. The 
ground is a slight projection from the 
main ground and the Governor's idea 
was to erect the Nevada building at the 
opening of this projection to the fair 
grounds proper and hem the Davis ex- 
hibit in by running a fence on either 
side of the building. There will be one 
entrance gate to the '49 exhibit, to see 
which a small fee will be charged, and 
the Governor proposes to make the 
only way of exit through the Nevada 
building. By this means all persons 
who go to see the Davis exhibit, which 
will probably be 75 per cent, of the at- 
tendance, will be compelled to look 
upon the Nevada exhibit. A building 
40x50 feet would be ample, and could 
be completed in a very short~?ime. In 
regard to finance, he suggested that the 
Agricultural Board make application 
to the many moneyed men who made 
their fortunes in Nevada f or assistanc e. 


WHAT OTHERS SAID. 


D. A. Bender also addressed the 


meeting and took almost the same 
grounds the Governor did, and said by 
all means Nevada should make an ex- 
hibit, and thought no better selection 
could be made than the Davis ground- 


Senator Westerfleld thought 
the 


Governor had advanced the most feasi- 
ble plan, and that' a separate building 
was necessary to make a proper show- 
ing. The gentleman thought the trans- 
portation companies were not doing the 
right thing in fixing the rates, etc., in 
the manner they have. He said he 
thought their action would cool the 
ardor of many who had intended tak- 
ing in the fair. The Senator is in favor 
of a first-class exhibit. 


Senator Foley stated that, in com- 


pany with General Powning, he met 
Mr. de Young, General Manager of the 
Fair, while that gentleman was passing 
through Eeno a short time ago. He 
explained the feelings of the people 
relative to paying for space. Mr. de 
Young expressed regrets and promised 
to do what he could in the matter, bat 
nothing has been beard from him con- 
cerning it since. Now that the separate 
building proposition has been ad- 
vanced, he believed that the best plan. 


H. L. Fish, from conrersation with 


several citizens, doubted very much 
that the people were a unit in favor of 
an exhibit He did not believe the 
State would derive sufficient benefit to 
warrant the expense. 


Hon. J. P. Foulks suggested that 


mass meetings be held in the several 
counties of the State in order to get 
expressions from the people as to their 
desires about an exhibit. If an ex- 
hibit is made, he believed, it should be 
in a separate building, and is in favor 
of one, first, last and all the time. He 
was satisfied the' Multo Motor Co,. 


come up with the necssary means. 


Senator Foley moved, and the mo- 


tion was adopted, that the President 
and Secretary immediately address the 
several Boards of Commissioners of 
the State and request them to notify 
the Board as to whether they favor an 
exhibit or not. 


Upon motion of C. C. Powning it was 


ordered that the President and Secre- 
tary confer with the officials of the S. 
P. Co. and endeavor to get them to 
grant a one-fare ticket to the fair and 
return from all points in the State, the 
ticket to be good for 30 days. 


It was ordered that a circular be is- 


sued, signed by the Governor of the 
State, the President and Secretary and 
members of the State Agricultural 
Society, and that a copy of the same 
be addressed to each of the prominent 
men now residing out of the State who 
made their fortunes out of Nevada and 
that they be asked to subscribe $1,000 
each to assist in paying the expense of 
an exhibit. 


It was decided that a portion of the 


space conceded to Sam Davis be se- 
cured by the Agricultural Society for 
the erection of a Nevada building at 
the Midwinter Fair, and that the com- 
mittee heretofore appointed be em- 
powered to select the location. 


The meeting then adjourned.

CORONER'S INQUEST. 


Bob Nelson, Who Accidentally Killed a 


Companion, Exonerated. 


Coroner Brown and a jury yesterday 


held an inquest on the remains of 
Knewd Sorenson, who was accidentally 
killed Friday evening while out hunt- 
ing near Glendale with a party of 
friends. The evidence adduced at the 
the inqnest brought out the facts as 
published in yesterday's JOUBNAL. Bob 
Nelson, the unfortunate man who did 
the shooting, was the picture of despair 
while relating the circumstances of the 
sad affairs. After listening to the evi- 
dence the jury returned the following 
verdict: 


We, the undersigned jurors, sum- 


moned to appear before H. P. Brown, 
Coroner of Washoe county, at his office 
in Reno, Nevada, on the 18th day of 
November, 1893, to inquire into the 
cause of the death of Kneud Sorensen, 
having been duly sworn according to 
law, and having made such inquisition 
after inspecting the body and hearing 
the testimony adduced, upon our oaths, 
each and all do say that we find the 
deceased was named Kneud Sorenson, 
that he was a native of Denmark, aged 
about 23 years; that he came tohjs 
death on the 17th day November, 1893, 
at Glendale, Washoe county, Nevada, 
from an accidental shot from a shot- 
gun in the hands of Robert -Nelson, 
and we attach no blame whatever to 
said Robert Nelson, all of which we 
duly certify by this inquisition in writ- 
ing by us signed this 18th day of No- 
vember, A. D., 1893:

One Way to See a Sun Spot. 


The shutters of the observer's bouse
